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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zitko (US 
6,146,702) in view of Lin (US 6,403,400). 

Zitko discloses forming an electroless nickel plating contating phosphorous (claim 1) on 
a metal substrate (col. 4, lines 15-20), claim 2 discloses 3% to 5% weight phosphorous, claim 5 
discloses 170 to 250 degree C annealing. It is inherent that a half-width of x-ray diffraction of a 
plane of Ni crystal in the nickel plating coat is 5 degrees or less, or preferably 4 degrees to 2 
degrees, since Zitko discloses forming an electroless nickel plating contating phosphorous on a 
metla substrate with the weight composition and annealing temp. 

Zitko fails to disclose connecting the nickel plating coat through a lead-free solder. 

Lin discloses connecting the nickel plating coat through a lead-free solder (col. 9, lines 4- 

6). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Zitko by connecting the nickel plating coat through a lead-free solder, as 
taught by Lin, for the purpose of producing a lead-free electronic component.
